During  the  year  108  Patients  have  had  attention  at 
the  Hospital,  66  Patients  were  at  the  Hospital  for  one 
day.  Motor  Accidents  15  Patients  were  at  the  Hospital 
on  an  average  12  day’s  and  7  were  at  the  Hospital  for 
one  day.  One  accident  case  was  at  the  Plospital  for  30 
day’s  and  there  were  17  cases  of  Operation  which 
were  at  the  Hospital  on  an  average  of  41  days. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  the  Collectors  of 
the  various  villages  for  their  very  kind  help,  and  they 
again  look  forward  for  the  kind  support  of  the  Collectors, 

The  expenses  have  been  heavy  owing  to  the  large 
number  of  cases  that  have  had  to  be  dealt  with.

SK  RULES,  m- 


1.  The  name  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  “THE  EASINGWOLD  AND 
DISTRICT  ST.  MONICA’S  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL,”  and  the  management 
thereof  shall  be  vested  in  the  Executive  Committee,  as  herein-after  constituted. 

2.  Mrs.  Love  shall  be  the  Lady  President  o  the  Hospital. 

3.  All  Subscribers  of  ^3  or  upwards  become  Vice-Presidents. 

4.  There  shall  be  one  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary  appointed  by  the 

General  Committee. 

5.  The  General  Committee  shall  consist  of  annual  subscribers.  Every 
^10  or  part  of  ^10  subscribed  by  each  parish,  shall  entitle  such  parish  to  elect  one 
representative,  (either  lady  or  gentleman),  on  the  General  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Commdtee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  General 
Committee  and  shall  consist  of  12  elective  members  (ladies  or  gentlemen),  three- 
fourths  of  such  members  to  be  subscribers  of  10/-  or  upwards.  The  Lady-president, 
vice-presidents,  treasurer,  secretary  and  honorary  medical  gentlemen  resident  in  the 
district  and  who  habitually  attend  the  Hospital,  shall  be  ex-officio  of  the  Fxecutive 
Committee.  'I  he  Quorum  for  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  three. 

7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  to  transact  the  business 
of  the  Hospital,  or  more  frequently  by  the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the 
Committee. 

8.  An  annual  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
admission  to  the  hospital,  for  every  10/- of  his  or  her  subscription.  Provided  that 
where  there  are  none,  or  only  a  few,  subscribers  of  10/-  or  upwards  in  any  parish, 
letters  of  recommendation  shall  be  furnished  to  the  member  of  the  General 
Committee  representing  the  parish,  in  the  ratio  of  one  letter  for  every  complete  £\ 
subscribed  in  such  parish.  Each  patient  to  be  entitled  to  remain  two  weeks  in  the 
hospital.  Should  further  treatment  be  deemed  necessary  at  the  end  of  this  period, 
further  letters  of  recommendation  may  be  furnished  on  behalf  of  the  patient. 

Letters  of  recommendation  must  be  signed  by  a  medical  man  resident  in 
the  district,  and  who  is  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

9.  All  patients  shall  be  discharged  after  eight  weeks  in  the  hospital- 
unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  they  are  likely  to  derive  benefit 
fiom  a  longer  stay. 

10.  Cases  of  accident  or  extreme  danger  shall  be  admitted  without  any 
recommendation. 

1 1.  Patients  suffering  from  communicable  disease  will  not  be  admitted 

12.  All  accounts  due  from  the  Hospital  shall  be  paid  by  cheque  signed  by 

the  Treasurer. 

13.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  progress  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Executive  Committee  together  with  the  accounts  of  the  preceding  year 

14.  The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  enlarge  or  amend  these 
Rules  as  they  find  necessary. 
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
